The Department has been informed by the American 


Embassy at Port-au-Prince, Haiti, of а situation now 
developing in Haiti which the Department, as well as 
the Government of that Republic, would regret to see 
become serious. 


The situation referred to is а currency shortage, 


which apparently is due chiefly to the requirements 

> for more circulating media resulting from the higher 
prices of Haitian products and a tendency on the part 
of the peasants to hold notes for a time instead of 


using them immediately. 


The supply of one and two 


gourde notes held by the National Bank of Haiti, while 
not seriously depleted thus far, is diminishing at a 
eo rate that is causing the National Bank of Haiti some 


concern, 


The Department understands that the National 


Bank of Haiti placed an order with the American Bank 
Note on October 21, 1944, for 1,000,000 gourdes of the 
one gourde notes and a similar amount of the two gourde 
notes, but that this order would not be completed before 


the end of August, 1945. 


In view of the situation 


described above and the concern of the National Bank 
of Haiti in tne matter, the Department ventures to ask 
whether it would be possible for the American Bank Note 


Company to expedite the delivery of the notes ordered 
by the National Bank of Haiti, in order to avoid 


embarrassment to the Bank and to Haitian commerce іп 


general.

In reply to your letter of the 20th instant, (your reference 011-8), 
we wish to state the followingi- 


As you know, in the case of your notes the practice has been to en- 
grave the titles in the plates and type in the signatures together with the 
numbers. While of course the most practical thing would have been to have 
both the title and signatures engraved in the plates, still it was not too 
difficult to have the signatures typed in under the titles. However, it would 
not be practical at all to have both the titles and the signatures typed in 
after the notes have been printed because of the very small signature panel 
it was possible to provide for in such a small size douunent as your 1 and 2 
Gourdes notes. 


We quite understand your difficulties arising from the recent events 
in Hafti,but perhaps it might be possible to ascertain,at once,at least what the 
titles would be to enable us to engrave them in the plates. 


On the other hand we are obliged to state that a five months! period 
for the completion of а bank note order is not at all "usual" as you say. Quite 
the contrary - such time would be rather unusual, even under normal conditions, 
which 18 not at а11 the case to-day. It happened, however, that due to cer- 
tain fortunate coincidences we were in а position to give your last order an 
exceedingly advantageous place in our production schedule. The demand on our 
otherwise quite extensive facilities has been and continues to be very heavy . 
In addition, present labor conditions in this country, as you know, do not en- 
courage any hope for a considerable improvement in deliveries in the immediate 
future. 


Consequently, we take the liberty of suggesting that you exert all 
efforts to have the order placed with us as soon as you possibly can in view of 
your urgent need for these notes.
